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As you know the situation in Laos has become veyy disturbing. Indeed, even 
before my departure to accompany His Majesty on his 7 state visit to the countries 
signatory to the Geneva Agreements, one could distfern maneuvers on the part of 
certain personalities and certain political parties working to break up the 
neutralist forces. Thus it was that Deuane, pawn of those maneuvers, left the 
Kong I* carp to proclaim himself a "progressive" neutralist. In reality, 2 euane 
and his handful of soldiers merely serve as a front for the Pathet Lao. The 
latter seek to split up Koag Le 's troops by tactics of harassment at different 
points of the territory, tactics accompanied by a campaign of false information. 
Indeed, each time that the dissident neutralists, supported by the PL, launch an 
attack, they immediately accuse the KL troops of provocation. I point out at 
this tine that the dissident neutralists would only represent an insignificant 
force if they did not have the PL behind them. Deuane subsists simply because 
he is receiving PL support in the form of war materiel, food, etc., furnished to 
him directly by the Neo Lao Hak Xat* 


The maneuvers, the attacks directed against the true neutralist forces at 
different points of the territory, the constant pressures exerted, indicate a 
very precise plan on the part of the Pathet Lao. The latter wish to extend their 
influence and their control over the neutralist zones. They desire to make the 
forces I possess disappear and to replace them by those of ^auane. The latter, I 

now won aver tc the NLHX. cause, would then become the master of the areas 
controlled by Gen. Kong Le, which would be the same thing as placing them under 
PL orders. 

Again and again, before my going abroad and after my return, I have sought 
to restore calm. Each time, despite the promises given, the dissident neutralists 
and the PL have deliberately resumed their attacks. Thus it was, for example, 
that on April Hi, 1963, when I met with Kong le and Singkapo, it had been decided 
unanimously that a truce would be observed until my return to Khang Khay. But 
in the night of April Hi-l£, between 2^ and 2iiOO hours, Kong Le's forces were 
attacked by the PL forcing the neutralist troops to fall back to the Plain* des 
Jarres. Again at the beginning of this week, there was NLHX pressure on the 
neutralist forces quartered at 3an Ban. Fighting is going on there as well as 
in the immediate vicinity. The outnumbered neutralist troops have been forced to 
~ive up their positions. At the beginning of this m onth pressure was exerted on 
a neutralist company at Muong Kassy and it too had to fall back on ^ang Vieng. 

The same situation obtained at Nhommarath where the PL are in strength, etc.... 

In addition, I an having distributed to 70U a list of the attacks made on the 
neutralist forces since the month of March 1963. These attacks comprise flagrant 
violations of the cease-fire. This list will show you the extent of pressures 
coming from the forces of the left and extreme left. 

I have also requested the ICC to help us maintain the peace in the Plaine 
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des Jarres, at Lat Hoctang and at Xieng Khouang. 
different pretexts has alvaye opposed thi s# 
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All of these events thus provide evidence of a concerted plan. In ana, it 
is a question of destroying or breaking down the true neutralist forces which, 
for the purposes of the cause, are accused of being pro-American or pro-Phound, 
and of replacing the*’ by forces favorable to the Pathet Lao. 

The situation has therefore reached an extremely dangerous point. It is 
clear that if the Kong Le forces, which have remained loyal to me, were to disap- 
pear — to rae thi 3 is inconceivable — then there would only be left facing each 
other the troops of the Pathet Lao and those of the Savannakhet group. The 
neutrality of Iaos will disappear completely and the situation will again bee am 
what it was before the 1962 Agreements. So I declare with the greatest firnseas 
that I will do everything possible to .maintain the neutralist forces in the Plain* 
des Jarres, at Nhommarath and at Phong Saly. If the Pathet Lao truly desire a 
neutral Laos, they must cease their maneuvers against Kong Le’s troops and accept 
caving tha latter retake their former positions, i.e«, those they occupied follow- 
ing the Geneva Agreements. 

Under these circumstances critical for the peace of the Kingdom and for 
world peace, I urgently appeal to the Co-Chairmen of the Geneva Conference, to 
all countries signatory to the 1962 Agreements and to *n the people of laoa 
to help me maintain the neutrality of Laos, 30 difficult to have accepted and 
acquired and acquired with such difficulty.
